Hanks, colored, who killed 
Ike Palmer, also colored, in this 
city on August 29, last, and who 
was refused a new trial by the su­ 
p reme court y esterday , was referred 
to as follows in the Warrensburg 
Star of last evening: 
Dep uty Sherift ('aidwell received 
a telegram this morning from A 
1 
Morrow, at Jefferson City , stating 
that the sup reme court had affirincd 
the sentence of (Tias. Hanks, color­ 
ed, and set the day of execution on 
D ecember 29, 1H93. 
As soon as the disp atch came a 
rep orter of the Star, accomp anied 
by Sheriff Collins, 
Dep uty Sherift 
Caldwell, Chief of Police Morrison 
and Ross Caldwell went at once to 
the jail, where Hanks was taken out 
of his cell into the corridor. 
'I'he 
news was then broken to Hanks. 
He did not seem the least tiis- 
turbed, ami the only sign lie showed 
of It whatever was the twisting of 
his hamls together and twisting his 
little black mustache. 
He studied 
for a moment before he made any 
rep ly and then he askeii the day of 
his execution. 
In 
answer to a tp iestion askeil 
him bv the rejiorter as to whether 
he would take any further action, 
he said 
he would leave that with 
his lawy ers, Whittsett N Hammer, 
of Seiialia. 
He imp iireii about a 
stay of execution in 
oriDr to give 
him time to get up a p etition to the 
governor to commute his sentence 
to 
life 
imp risonment, and 
asked 
those p resent if they woukl sign his 
})Ctition. 
He talkcil freely of his ( r.me, re­ 
lating the circumstances in full and 
held that 
he killed Ike Palmer in 
self defense. 
He remembered the 
day of his crime well, it being the 
29th of August, 1S92. 
He stated that he did not have a 
fair trial, as two of his most iiujiort 
ant witnesses were not p resent, and 
he further said that if he had p lenty 
of money he could have secureil 
lawy ers who understooil this kiml of 
a case better than the ones he did 
have, although he say s they ilid all 
they could for him. 
Hanks, after a few further re­ 
marks in regaril to his case, 
was 
locked again in his cell. 
He walked 
tti one corner, hunt his hat up ami 
then takingB out a cob p ip e filled it 
with tobacco and went to smoking. 
'I'he crime for which Hanks is to 
p ay the jienalty of death on Dec. 29 
IS the murder of 
Ike Palmer, <'ol- 
ored, at Sedalia, on the afternoon 
of August 29, 1X62, in a 
colored 
crap shooting joint near the union 
dep ot. 
Hanks 
and 
Palmer had a 
dis{)uic 
the 
day ¡irevioiis 
over a 
game of 
crap s, and the following 
day Hanks w.dked into tlie 
joint, 
abused and shot Palmer through the 
head, killing 
him instantly . 
He 
took a change of venue from Pettis 
county to this county , and at the 
last 
term 
of 
criminal 
court was 
found guilty after the jury had been 
out several hours. 
An ap p eal was 
taken to the sup reme cMurt and the 
verdict ot the first jury sustained. 
As soon as Sheriff Chillins receives 
the official decision of the sup reme 
court he will ))lace a death watch 
over Hanks.
